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Loan outlook favorable 
Hospital district planned 


If the G eorgetow n H ospital A uthority 
succeeds in establishing a hospital district, the 
Farm ers Home Administration is expected to 
provide a low-interest loan to build and equip a 
new Georgetown medical facility. 
Colonel Sam Austin, Hospital Authority finan­ 
cial advisor, said the proposal poses a nominal 
cost to Georgetown taxpayers. 
Hospital officials and FmHA officers conven­ 
ed Thursday morning to hash out the plan 
After the 90-minute session, Austin explained 


the legislative vehicle chosen to bring a new 
hospital to Georgetown. 
The difficulty with the Hospital Authority, 
the financial advisor said, “ is that as a 
governmental body, it can only issue revenue 
bonds. That is, if the Hospital Authority borrows 
money, it is limited to repaying the debt with 
hospital revenues 
The Farm ers Home Administration requires. 
in part, a “ tax-backed guarantee 
on ap­ 
proximately 25 percent of a loan, Austin con­ 


tinued 
The Hospital Authoirty is unable to levy tax­ 
es However, a hospital district does have that 
taxing authority, 
he said 
If a hospital district is created in Georgetown. 
Austin said, the adm inistrators of that district 
would hold the power to tax property owners to 
repay part of the hospital debt. 
“ In all likelihood," the financial advisor 
stated, “ no tax will be needed The hospital peo­ 
ple are convinced that revenues from the new

Liberty Hill families on both sides of the 
Williamson - Burnet county line contended that 
the $600,000 treatm ent plant would contaminate 
the South Fork of the San Gabriel, with wastes 
from B ertram polluting the river as far 
downstream as Georgetown. 


The Texas W ater Quality Board, which will 
rule on the perm it .pplication in late February, 
heard the opposition Thursday in Austin 
Property owners along the river urged the 
board to issue a ‘ no-discharge“ permit, to re 
quire the City of Bertram to use the treated 
sewage effluent for irrigation purposes. 
EIGHTY-FIVE Liberty Hill residents, in­ 
cluding School Board President J. W Hicks Jr., 
signed a petition protesting the city’s plan to 
pour the effluent into the South honk

I am a greenbelt man and as such I am con­ 
cerned with a rewritten portion of the proposed 
subdivision ordinance the City Commission will 
consider Monday evening.

The revision would permit developers to take 
care of their greenbelt responsibility by paying 
into the city coffers $5 for each lot they develop, 
instead of $50 per lot the ordinance originally 
stipulated Five dollars per lot is m ere tokenism 
and wouldn't mean anything. Consider the fellow 
developing an area for IOO homes. His contribu 
tion to playgrounds or recreational facilities of 
any kind would be $500, which certainly wouldn't 
provide many of these facilities. 


I AM. IN FACT, solidly in favor of eliminating 
the money provision and keeping the developer’s 
obligation solely in the form of land Money can 
be easily frittered away. Land stays there for all 
generations to utilize. 


Greenbelts, if you are still at sea. are strips or 
portions of land devoted to recreation facilities 
serving a community or portions of a communi­ 
ty. Unfortunately, Georgetown fathers let the 
developers get ahead of them on this provision 
and no sub-division to date has contained land 
set aside for the people to use for pleasure and 
recreation The fact that early developers were 
let off scot free, however, is no excuse to con­ 
tinue that policy indefinitely. 


Our city councilmen have recognized this and, 
for the past year, have been preparing a com­ 
prehensive city ordinance dealing with all fac­ 
tors involved in subdivision development, in­ 
cluding the greenbelt portion It is probably an 
excellent ordinance, in general, but in my opi­ 
nion our people need to take a hard look at what I 
think is a frittering away of the community’s 
re sp o n sib ilitie s 
to p re se n t and 
fu tu re 
generations in this particular area 
It is hard for me to argue with anyone as nice 
as Leo Wood, but in this instance I think he needs 
to back off and look at this thing with an eye to 
the future when parents and youngsters will 
have to depend almost solely on community 
facilities for their recreation That day isn't far 
off

Georgetown hospital will be sufficient to repay 
the entire debt 
To establish a hospital district to coincide with 
city limits. Jay Sloan, Hospital Authority presi­ 
dent, will ask two Texas legislators. Rep Dan 
Kubiak and Sen Bill Patm an, to sponsor bills in 
the House and Senate 
When the bills are passed, voters inside city 
limits will decide whether or not to form such a 
district, Sloan said 
Williamson County Commisioners, he noted, 
would be charged with appointing the hospital 
district adm inistrators. 
Hospital district officials would sell bonds 
totaling about $3 million to provide money to 
construct and furnish a new medical facility on a 
6-acre site in Georgetown on Interstate 35 


At Thursday’s meeting, top-notch FmHA of­ 
ficers indicated that the federal agency would 
sincerely consider buying those bonds at a 5 per­ 
cent annual interest rate repayable over a 40- 
year term . 
Because the Georgetown doctors have bought 
the land and some of the equipment for the new 
hospital, the Farm ers Home Administration 
would require a tax-backed guarantee on less 
than 25 percent of the bonds. 


Sloan explained that the hospital district 
would have to have a sinking fund with enough 
money to make one year's payment on the tax- 
backed hospital bonds. This, he said, would 
amount to about $50,000. 


“ lf — and I stress the word ‘if — we ever have 
to use that fund to pay on the tax bonds, then the 
district would have to replenish the sinking fund, 
possibly by levying a tax. 
Hospital revenue would first be designated for 
making the annual revenue bond payment. After 
that payment, the rem ainder of the revenue 
would provide a tax bond payment. 
Sloan predicted that, based on independent 
studies of the Georgetown Hospital business, the

LAWSUITS HIKE YOUR MEDICAL BILLS 
There are very few lazy doctors; you can’t get through 
med school lazy. 
But there are some And there are some careless and inept 
doctors. Not many, but enough so that you and I must always 
have a legal right to sue them for damages when they goof 
BUT GREEDY PEOPLE and shyster lawyers have so 
abused the right to legal recourse that fraudulent claims are 
adding millions of dollars each year to our medical bills. 
Obstetrician-gynecologists are quitting obstetrics to es­ 
cape the proliferation of court fights and the sky-high 
malpractice insurance rates 
Your OB has seen his annual premium for malpractice in­ 
surance increase from less than $200 to as much as $25,000 in 
the past IO years. 
These costs must be added to your medical bills. 
Additionally, the time-consuming paper work and 
sometimes court appearances required by purposeful 
nuisance suits (lawsuits which the plaintiff figures the doc­ 
tor will pay rather than fight) are motivating a lot of MD s to 
take premature retirement. 
MALPRACTICE LAWSUITS have become such a costly 
nuisance that HEW’s Caspar Weinberger is proposing that 
doctors and hospitals which meet federal standards for 
health care should be immune to such suits 
But Congress is less disposed to help the doctor than to 
harangue him about the “high cost of health care 
Doctors don’t like me to say what I’m about to say but 
somebody must. The threat of malpractice lawsuits may 
force your doctor to jeopardize your health. 
Example; If you are the victim of a traffic accident or a 
fall in your home there may be no indication whatever of 
concussion or fracture. 
Logically, a responsible MD would trust his examination 
rather than subject you to the potentially harmful 
cumulative effects of unnecessary exposure to X rays 
But if he does not prescribe X rays he may subsequently be 
sued. Your doctor must refer the slightest skin blemish to a 
specialist who may want to “cut it out — or he could be 
sued for his failure to refer you to a specialist. 
Incidentally, the same doctor may be sued for “negligent 
referral” if the specialist’s credentials are questioned 
Anesthesiologists are highly vulnerable to lawsuits if a 
patient suffers what can be construed as an allergic reac­ 
tion. despite the fact that allergy is a most inexact science 
A DOKTOR MAY BE ACCUSED of “not keeping up with 
medical advances” though no doctor, however diligent, 
could pass a clever prosecutor’s examination on all theories 
relating to his own specialty. 
With many foreign physicians in the United States trying 
to catch up and home-grown doctors constantly challenged to 
keep up, the patient must have legal recourse; it’s the abuse 
of that provision for the patient’s protection which is costing 
all of us money, unnecessary treatment and discouraged, 
defecting doctors.

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Governor and TEA endorse 
free driver education training 


State Representative Jim 
Clark of Pasadena this week in- 
tro d u c e d

64th 
Legislature, House Bill 634 
which would provide free driver 
education training to every stu­ 
dent in Texas public schools 
The bill has been endorsed by 
the Texas Education Agency 
and by Texas Governor Dolph 
Briscoe 
“ Passage of this bill would 
mean that all Texas students 
over the age of 15 would be able 
to take d riv e rs education 
courses Many of those who did 


not take the courses were un­ 
able to because it was un­ 
available in the school system 
or the tuition required was 
prohibitively high 
A major factor for the im­ 
plementation of the bill is the 
phasing out of Federal funding 
for the program According to 
statistics released from the 
Texas F^ducation Agency, 
m atching funds from the 
National Traffic Safety Act 
have caused the program to 
grow from 20 per cent of Texas 
students in 1966 to the current 
level of 67 per cent. The

Federal funds, however, are be­ 
ing phased out and will be ter­ 
minated completely on June 30, 
1975. “This will mean that Tex­ 
as will suffer a drastic reduc­ 
tion in the number of students 
taking driver’s education unless 
the State immediately absorbs 
the entire cost of the program,’ 
Clark stated. 


“ In any event, the current 
practice of treating Driver 
Education as an optional course 
and the charging of fees as 
much as $50.00 causes an undue 
hardship on many lower income 
families. It might even be con­ 
sidered discriminatory. 


“The Governor considers this 
bill to be integral in his overall 
traffic safety program. With 
the inflated cost of automobile 
repairs and automobile in­ 
surance, we need to take every 
step possible to insure that our 
young people have the best 
possible training in the vital 
and necessary art of driving.”

Ford and the Auto Men — 


WASHINGTON - President 
Ford’s new economic package 
could well be stamped “Made in 
Detroit.” 
The auto industry was ex­ 
empted from meeting the new 
clean-air standards and it will 
profit the most from the Presi­ 
dent’s tax rebate plan. 
The car makers’ good fortune 
is no surprise to those who know 
G erald Ford. A native of 
Michigan, the home of the auto 
industry, he was weaned in the 
cradle of America’s car culture. 
Auto executives number among 
his best friends. 
Rodney W. Markley, for ex­ 
ample, is the chief Washington 
lobbyist for the Ford Motor Co. 
and is a frequent golfing compa­ 
nion of the President. Markley 
was on his way to the French 
Riviera when he learned that 
his friend was to be sworn in as 
the 38th President. He rushed 
back in time for a gathering that 
evening in the Ford home. 
As House minority leader, 
Gerald Ford religiously sup­ 
ported the policies of President 
Richard Nixon. But there was 
one exception. Ford made a rare 
break with Nixon to marshall 
the votes against opening the 
highway trust fund for mass 
transit aid - a move also op­ 
posed by the auto industry. 
There is nothing sinister in all 
this. But it is clear that President 
Ford is sympathetic to the views 
of the auto makers. 


His loyalty will soon be tested 
again. The Big Three, it seems, 
want the government to reduce 
bumper standards. The car kings 
say that bumpers which will ab­ 
sorb a five-mile-an-hour impact 
are too heavy. They want bum­ 
pers that will take no more than 
a three-mile-an-hour crash. 
The motor moguls say they 
want to save gas. But many cri­ 
tics believe the automakers want 
to get what they can while they 
have a friend in the White House. 
Hounding Henry: Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger will 
have Congress watching over his 
shoulder for the next two years. 
Idaho’s Sen. Frank Church, 
chairman of the new committee 
to investigate intelligence agen­ 
cies and the number two man on 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, has told friends pri­ 
vately he’s going to start doing 
some muckraking in the State 
Department. Other congressional 
leaders are also preparing to 
keep a sharper eye on foreign 
policy. 
Under Church’s prodding, for 
example, the Senate F'oreign 
Relations Committee will de­ 
mand to know why they weren’t 
told about U.S. reconnaissance 
flights over Vietnam. They- also 
intend to review whether this is a 
violation of the restrictions 
which Congress placed last year 
on US. military activity in Viet­ 
nam.

AUSTIN — The legislature 
took up emergency education 
financing this week, approving 
$80 million for the public school 
system and $18 million for com­ 
munity and junior colleges. 
The emergency appropriation 
fo r p u b lic s c h o o ls w as 
necessary because the present 
system is not furnishing enough 
money to support our schools. 
As chairman of the House 
Education Committee during 
the previous legislature, my 
main concern was replacing 
this antiquated school finance 
system with a fair and adequate 
funding program. 
I will introduce a comprehen­ 
sive bill for school finance 
reform again this season, and I 
think most legislators realize 
we must pass such a bill this 
year. Our educational system 
needs a strong financial base in­ 
stead of one that forces us to 
pass emergency legislation to 
keep school doors open. 
Both the House and Senate 
also approved a Constitutional 
amendment which will allow 
more flexible administration of 
the T each er R e tire m e n t 
System. Voters must ratify the 
amendment before it can take 
effect, and the ratification 
ballot will be scheduled for next 
April. 
P resen tly , the State is 
severely restricted in its ability 
to replenish retirement funds, 
and many retired teachers can­ 
not make ends meet on present 
benefits, many of which run as 
low as $20 to $30 per week. The 
a m e n d m e n t w ill le t the 
legislature approve one of 
several measures proposing in­ 
creases in present teacher 
retirement benefits

Kubiak Bills Move Forward: 
Three more of my legislative 
proposals also moved forward 
this week as House Committees 
began public hearings. 
One of the bills will allow 
school security officers to begin 
enforcing tra ffic law s on 
streets adjacent to school 
buildings. This proposal will 
make streets much safer for 
school children without forcing 
cities to hire additional traffic 
policemen which they can ill- 
afford. 
Hearings were also con­ 
ducted on my bill which would 
allow smaller communities to 
annex new areas. 
As the law now stands, cities 
with more than 5,000 population 
may annex at will, but those 
smaller than 5,000 must receive 
permission of a majority of the 
residents being annexed. 
For efficient development of 
utilities, parks, streets and the 
other things that make a high- 
quality community, orderly 
annexation is a necessity The 
same goes for equitable taxa­ 
tion. 
I do not think smaller cities 
should be restricted in their 
ability to control new residen­ 
tial areas, and I hope my bill 
removing the restriction will be 
approved. 
Finally, hearings were held 
on my proposal to return 
Veterans Day and Washington’s 
Birthday to their original dates. 
As I mentioned in a previous 
newsletter. I think most people 
would rather celebrate these 
holidays at the traditional time.

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Jarrell trustees study 11-classroom buildings

The architect, for the proposed Jarrell High 
School has recommended that trustees construct 
an 11-classroom educational complex to house 
both junior and senior high school students for 
the next 10-15 years. 
Gene McKee, architect, pegged the maximum 
cost of the facility and its equipment at $659,500 
McKee presented to the school board Wednes­ 
day three variations on the preliminary high 
school sketch approved by trustees in January 
The school plan with the “best possibilities, 
the architect said, is the construction of a 22,400 
square-foot facility to accomodate up to 260 
students. 
With such a building, McKee told the school 
board, all Jarrell junior and senior high school 
students could be taught in that complex for the 
next decade 
Trustees would not need to 
renovate the existing high school structure 
Under tentative plans discussed last year, the 
school board was considering remodeling the 
present high school for use as a middle school 
for the junior high grades 
McKEE SAID that if the Jarrell School enroll­ 


ment increases at 5 percent annually, all junior 
and senior high students could attend the new 
complex for the next 14 years. 
lf the growth rate is calculated at IO percent a 
year, McKee added, the new facility would still 
accommodate both sets of students for nine 
years 
The architect said that the old high school 
building would not stand idle, however I rustees 
could use it for administrative functions, 
vocational shops, special education classes, or 
other programs, McKee said 
Brasher-Goyette-Rapier Associates prepared 
three plans for school trustees to study Wednes­ 
day. The board agreed to schedule a session in 
the near future to settle on one of the alter­ 
natives 
Flan A’ 
The preliminary plan approved two weeks ago 
by the school board was designated as I Man A 
It would be a 26,200-square-foot building with ad­ 
m inistrative offices, media center, two 
m athem atics classroom s, two English 
classrooms, cafetorium plus kitchen, homemak- 
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mg shop, social studies classroom, language arts 
room, two science lecture rooms, one science 
laboratory, business/typing room, vocational 
shop and band hall. 
AT $25 A SQUARE FOOT, that building alone 
would cost $655,000, McKee said Tile final price 
tag, including furnishings, would top $766,000 — 
which is above the maximum debt the school dis­ 
trict could assume 
He said the building would accomodate up to 
260 students, the cafeterium would seat 125 
students, and the media center (library) would 
have enough room for 50 students. 
Because the cost was prohibitive, McKee and 
his staff came up with an alternative — Plan B 
Plan B’ 
This plan, recommended by McKee, calls for a 
22.400-square-foot building The architects took 
Plan A’ and removed the vocational shop and 
band hall to arrive at Plan B ’ 
McKee said it would cost in the neighborhood 
of $659,000 — but both architects and trustees 
were confident they could trim down the price 
Neither of the first two plans reflect any 
renovation in the existing high school, McKee 
said, because with either plan, the school dis­ 
trict could accommodate all junior and senior 
high students without using the present high 
school. 
Plan C 
McKee said Plan C,’ calling for a 17,150- 
square-foot structure, would soon require future 
expansion The plan provides for three conven­ 
tional classrooms, adm inistrative offices, 
cafetorium plus kitchen, media center, 
business/typing room, one science lecture room, 
and homemaking center. 
WITH THIS PLAN, however, the school board 
would need to renovate the existing high school 
for the middle grades at Jarrell, the architect 
said. 
McKee estimated rnovation costs on the 1916 
building at $150,000, pushing the total price for 
Plan C’ to $688 500 
The architect recommended that trustees not 
spend that much money on remodeling the ex­ 
isting high school. 
“ If we build the new facility large enough to 
take care of an increasing enrollment, then you 
will not have to use the old building,” McKee 
said. 
The architect stressed that all price figures 
could be trimmed down. 
INSTEAD OF CHOOSING any of the proposed 
facilities and plans, McKee said, trustees could 
simply put a ceiling on how much they want to 
spend on the new complex and/or renovations. 
He suggested that the school board should not 
put more than $50,000 into remodeling the old 
building. 
“If you set that as your top figure. 
McKee 
said, “we can sit down and decide how we can 
improve that building for that money.’’ 
In the same way. the board could set a limit on 
what it wants to spend on the new high school, 
McKee said. 
If so. architects would draw up a variation on 
the trustees’ preliminary plan to meet the price 
ceiling. 
SUPERINTENDENT A. L. LYTLE noted 
that the Jarrell School’s growth rate has exceed­ 
ed McKee’s projections in recent years. 
He said that if the school enrollment grows at 
20 percent a year — as it did in 1974 — then Plan 
A' or B’ would be outdated in just five or six 
years. 
McKee said whatever the plan the school 
board chooses, the new complex would include a 
brick wall outside, sheetrock walls inside, 
carpeting, steel-frame doors, acoustical ceiling, 
heating/air conditioning, lockers, fluorescent 
lighting, and built-in cabinets. 
He suggested that if possible, the board take 
bids on the project between August and 
November. 
THE ARCHITECT said his figures were based 
on a construction cost of $25 a square foot. Two 
years ago, he said, the same building would have 
cost $18 per square foot. 
“To use your money in the most efficient 
way.” McKee said, “put it into new construc­ 
tion ” 
He noted that there are presently 150 junior 
and senior high school students.

the nation* 
The Northeast dissents

Americana are not for the flrat time 
experiencing a conflict of Interest 
between the Northeastern part and 
the rest of the country. 
In the present case every state 
north of the Mason-Dlxon line except 
for New Hampshire Is in a condition of 
acute dissent over President Ford s 
energy program. 
This condition is reminiscent of 
What happened on June 18,1812, when 
Congress voted for war against Great 
Britain. The vote was by no means 
unanimous. In the House war won by 
70 to 49. In the Senate the differ alce 
was IO to 18. And, be it noted, “North 
and E ast of the Delaware River the 
vote 
was almost unanimous for 
peace." 
Following the declaration of war 
the people of the Northeastern states 
pursued their personal interests more 
diligently than they did the war. 
•New Yorkers and New Englanders 
openly opposed the war, traded with 
the enemy, and talked of rejoining 
Britain" (Encyclopedia Britannica, 
current edition). 
In 1812 the prosperity of the North­ 
east was built on trade with Britain 
and with Britain’s colonies. There 
was no advantage to them from war 
with Britain. Yankeee traders simply 
ignored the war and made fortunes on 
supplying food and even some manu­ 
factured m aterials to Wellington s 
Army in the Spanish peninsula. 
West of the Alleghenies the British 
were the enemies. British policy at 
that time aimed at containing the 
United States well east of the Mis­ 
sissippi River. They would have pre 
ferred to contain It east of the Alleg­ 
heny Mountains. But the new Amer­ 
icans 
were already crossing the 
mountains in large numbers, spilling 
into the Ohio River valley and reach­ 
ing for the Mississippi. Along the 
northern sector they coveted the fine 
farmlands lying north of Lake Erie. 
So, in 1812, the frontiersmen had 
their way over the Yankees and New 


Yorkers. They got their war, It was 
fought to clear the British out of the 
path of their westward advance. It 
did. 
Today the American Southwest, 
F ar West, and Alaska enjoy the 
prospect of higher oil prices. And the 
Midwest Is interested primarily in the 
revival of durable goods manufac­ 
turing, above all in a revival of the 
automobile industry. 
But the Northeast does not manu­ 
facture automobiles and does not 
produce oil. Its interests lie in the 
cheapest possible oil for heating its 
homes and powering its sophisticated 
Industry. A rise In oil prices which 
would help the oil-producing states 
could destroy Northeastern Industry. 
New England seriously and not unrea­ 
sonably Is worried that the Ford 
energy program might reduce it to 
tourism and education. 
The Northeast could get along well 
with either gasoline rationing or a 
high tax on gasoline at the pump. It Is 
better provided with public tram 
potation than other regions. It cannot 
get along with higher costs for heating 
and industrial oils. 
The Ford program has slightly and 
grudgingly taken account of the spe­ 
cial Interests of the Northeast but Is a 
long w a v as yet from recognizing the 
extraor ' ary dependence of this 
area on cneap, Imported oil. There Is 
a clear and sharp conflict of Interest 
between those living north of the 
Mason-Dlxon line and east of the 
Alleghenies and those in the rest of 
the country. 
It is not surprising that a President 
who comes from Grand Rapids, Mich­ 
igan, Is more aware of the interests of 
Detroit than of the Interests of New 
York and Boston. But he should not be 
surprised if the Republicans of the 
Northeast Join the Democrats of that 
section In trying to block his proposed 
tariff on imported oil. The issu*1 
sectional, not partisan.

A watershed budget 


Catchi to open 


President Ford s proposed bud­ 
get for fiscal 1976, with its $52 
billion deficit, is a sobering docu­ 
ment. The economic assumptions 
on which it is based are stagger­ 
ing: That unemployment will av­ 
erage 8.1 percent in 1975, that 
prices will rise by 11.3 percent and 
that the nation's gross national 
product will sag by 3.3 percent. 
Plainly these are most trouble­ 
some times in which all Amer­ 
icans should look closely at and 
debate what the President now 
seeks to do. His strategy is two­ 
fold: 
In the short run his budget is 
designed 
to attack recession. 
Some $12.7 billion would be spent 
to aid the growing numbers of 
unemployed and the budget also 
assumes the Congress would pass 
his income-tax cut proposals. 
Over the long run the Ford 
administration is deeply worried 
by what it conceives as a threat to 
the capitalist system. This is the 
rising level of government pay­ 
ments to individuals. At present 33 
percent of the GNP is consumed 
by government — federal, state, 
and local. By the year 2000, admin­ 
istration officials estimate, this 
figure will rise to an enormous 60 
percent — assuming that defense 
expenditures remain constant until 
the end of the century. 
Mr. Ford is clearly determined 
to turn the country radically in 
another direction. This is why he 
is asking Congress to trim some 
$17 billion from the budget, a i&rge 
share of it in such areas as social 
security payments, retirement 


programs, and medicare. Thus, 
while countering recession his 
budget is also geared to pre­ 
venting a resurgence of inflation 
through future government spend­ 
ing. 
The only new spending program 
in the Ford budget is some $2.2 
billion for the development of 
energy resources. 
Ideologically, the President in 
effect poses these questions: Are 
Americans to go on expanding the 
role of government to the point 
where 50 percent of an individual's 
real income goes toward support­ 
ing public expen ditures, much of it 
for social pun 
es? Or is the role 
of govemmev: to be carefully 
controlled and private industry 
stimulated so that it bears the 
primary responsibility for keep­ 
ing the economy healthy and dy­ 
namic? 
There are no facile answers to 
these fundamental questions, and 
the Democrats would pose the 
questions differently. With re­ 
spect to the budget itself, there is 
bound to be lively controversy in 
Congress over increased Spalding 
in such areas as defense and 
foreign aid. Many lawmakers, and 
their constituents, will undoubt­ 
edly challenge the proposed boort 
in ald for lndo-China while 
American people are asked to 
cinch their belts. 
But, even beyond the nitty-gritty 
of the budget categories them­ 
selves, is the larger debate to 
which the American public must 
give its best thought.

Mrs Allen said that sugar- 
containing foods speed up the 
action of germs in causing den­ 
tal disease She recommended 
thoroughly cleaning the mouth 
with brush and floss im­ 
mediately after eating sweets.

■ It used to be that driving a recrea­ 
tional vehicle was as easy as putting 
the family car In gear, stepping on the 
.'gas, and heading for the seashore, the 
mountains, or just about any other 
place that suited your fancy and your 
pocketbook. 
; But for the past 18 months - ever 
since the gasoline crisis poked its 
head Inside the family garage - the 
^RV business has shriveled and first- 
time buyers have all but disappeared. 
Further, high fuel prices make the 
total cost of buying and running an 
RV something to be reckoned with. 
Still, the attitude of millions of RV 
owners is unchanged. 
"That’s one 
of the comforting 
things about it," declares Jphn V. 
Hansen, president of Winnebago In­ 
dustries of Forest City, Iowa, largest 
RV 
manufacturer 
in 
the world. 
"Existing owners continue to use 
their vehicles. But," he adds quickly, 
“ because of the cost a lot of them are 
using their vehicles differently, such 
as for shorter trips." 
" The RV is a way of life for many 
people, not only in the United States 
.put in Western Europe as well. It’s a 
comfortable world of pressurized wa­ 
ter systems, soft beds, stereo sound 
^systems, zippered verandas, collap­ 
sible bubble domes, and sizzling 
steaks under the stars. RVers can 
rough it if they wish — but they don’t 
.have to. It all depends on how much 
phoney they are prepared to spend. 
RVs come in four basic types: 
travel trailers, which are pulled be­ 
hind a car; truck campers that fit on 
the back of a pickup; tent trailers, 
.Which are towed just like any other 
trailer but which collapse into a neat 
package when under way; and the 


self-propelled motor home, the most 
costly unit of all. 
Travel trailers stretch from about 
12 feet up to 35 feet or more and cost 
from about $1,500 and up. Some 
Airstreams, for instance, cost more 
than $18,000. 
Fifth-wheel travel trailers are at­ 
tached to a swivel hitch mounted in 
the bed of a pickup truck. The units 
are roomier than conventional travel 
trailers and are easy to tow and 
maneuver. The front portion, which 
extends over the pickup truck bed, 
usually contains a bedroom, adding to 
the total interior space. 
Truck camper units cost from $1,000 
to $5,000. Six-passenger pickups, such 
as the Dodge Club Cab and the Ford 
Super Cab. have plenty of room for 
the family up front. 
Tent trailers can be the cheapest 
RVs, selling for $700 to $3,500, depend­ 
ing on the extras included. When 
open, a tent trailer has sleeping 
accommodations for four or more and 
the amenities can duplicate those 
found in other types of recreational 
vehicles — although they’re often 
more modest in design and operation. 
The self-contained motor home 
combines the propulsion system and 
living facilities all in one package. 
The big growth will be in van 
conversions and mini motor homes 
because of the lower cost. A vain 
conversion, often with a top that pops 
up when the vehicle is not in motion, 
runs from $5,000 to $8,000. while a 
minisized 
motor home 
starts at 
around $7,000 and stretches to $10,000 
and more. A full-sized motor home 
balloons from around $8,500 for the 
more spartan unit to $30,000 and 
more. A good average cost might be 
around $12,000. 
Before taking the RV plunge, con­ 
sider; 
• Buy the unit that fits your needs 


as well as your pocketbook. Financing 
is available but only for the best 
credit risks. 


• Bring all the family in on the 
decision. After all, it will be a home on 
wheels and should satisfy everyone, 
including the children. 


• Visit a local campground or 
state park. Talk with the owners of 
other RVs. A camaraderie develops 
among RV owners, and you might aa 
well take advantage of it before you 
plunge. Also, you may not even like 
RVing. 
Millions do, however. Every RV 
family knows the "something spe­ 
cial” feeling of a July-morning break­ 
fast in tl»e high Rockies, a dip in the 
Pacific along the Oregon coast, a 
drive through the brilliant shades of 
New England on a chill October 
afternoon. And if that’s not enough, 
there are the many delights of camp­ 
ing out in Western Europe and other 
parts of the world.

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Homeowners protest electric surcharge

When Kingsland homeowner 
Robert Davis joined the Central 
Texas Electric Cooperative six 
years ago, he agreed to pay .135 
cents for each kilowatt hour of 
electricity his family used 
Today, despite an “ energy 
charge 
adjustm ent’ 
that 
doubles his monthly electric 
bill, Davis continues to pay the 
rate established in his 1969 
membership contract with the 
cooperative. 
“ I ’ve kept my end of the 
bargain,” the Llano County 
businessman stated “ I agreed 
to pay an electric rate, but I did 
not agree to pay a surcharge 
Thursday night, Davis rallied 
26 west Williamson County 
homeowners at the Durham 
Park clubhouse near Liberty 
Hill to organize a protest 
against escalating electricity 
prices. 
It was an opportune moment 
for the Kingsland carpet 
dealer: He couldn’t have found 
an audience more prepared for 
action against soaring utility 
bills. 
T H E L IB E R T Y H ILL AREA 
HOM EOW NERS are members 
of the Pedernales Electric 
Cooperative. For the past three 
months, the fuel adjustment 
surcharge there has hovered at 
the IOO percent mark' 
Charles Carlisle, North San 
Gabriel Ranches resident, paid 
a $239 electric bill for 8335 kwh 
last month. The basic bill was 
$129; the fuel surcharge levied 
by the co-op was a whopping 
$117. 
To add to the higher bills, 
PEC issued a notice this week 
that next month’s billing will in­ 
clude an “ interim emergency 
surcharge 
of $4 per 1000 kwh 
Davis told the group, “ I 
haven’t paid my surcharges for 
the past six months. 
My 
cooperative says I owe $500 — 
and that if I don’t pay it within 
five days, 
my electricity will 
be cut off.” 
So far, he said. 180 days have 
expired. The cooperative has 
yet to take action against Davis. 
IN KINGSLAND, he said, 60 
electricity users have banded 
together in an effort to fight the 
fuel surcharge. Davis said that 
each month, the protesting con­ 
sumers pay only their basic 
electric bill plus a 4 percent tax 
— and no more. 
“ My attorney says we d be 
crazy to pay the surcharge,” 
Davis stated. “ He says if we’re 
fulfilling our contract with the 
cooperative, 
then theres 
nothing the electric people can 
do.” 


It s not high electric rates 
Davis objects to. It s the sur­ 
charge. 
W H A T 
W E ’ R E 
U P 
AGAINST is this We’re paying 
for something, but we don't 
know what we’re getting 
I 
make a comfortable living, but 
I can’t afford to pay for 
something when I don’t know 
what it is.” 
Electricity, he said, is a 
precious commodity. 
“ lf I have to pay $90 a month 


— $3 a day — that's not bad But 
if I have to pay $45 for electrici­ 
ty and $45 for some Austin ex­ 
ecutive’s bottle of whiskey, 
then that’s something else,” 
Davis added 
The electricity price escala­ 
tion started with a contract 
between the LoVaca Gathering 
Company, a Coastal States sub- 
s id ia r y , and 
the L o w e r 
Colorado River Authority, 
Davis said 
In 1959, LoVaca promised to 
supply LCRA with gas to run 
the electric generators. LCRA 
sells the e l e c t r i c i t y to 
cooperatives and cities, like 
Pedernales Electric and the 
City of Georgetown, to dis­ 
tribute. 
Davis said that LoVaca was 
unable to supply the natural gas 
it promised 
When LoVaca 
decided to provide LCRA with 
fuel oil, LCRA was billed a sur­ 
charge This additional charge 
was 
passed 
on 
to 
the 
cooperatives and cities, who in 
turn bill it to their customers. 
ALL THE WAY DOWN the 
line, the contracts have been 
broken.” Davis said. “ It’s time 
the people started to pass the 
word to Coastal States that 
we’re not going to pay that sur­ 
charge any longer.” 
Davis said he has nothing 
against his cooperative. “ If we 
don’t pay the surcharge, then 
eventually the co-op is going to 
tell LCRA it won t pay the sur­ 
charge either ” 
If the fuel adjustment charge 
was actually part of the electric 
rate, Davis said he’d pay the 
full amount 
“ T H E THING IS. I don’t 
know what I'm getting for pay­ 
ing the surcharge.” 
There are ll co-ops and 30 
cities operating under the 
L o V a c a - L C R A hiera rc hy, 
Davis said. “ If IOO people in 
each co-op say they're not going 
to pay the fuel surcharge, the 
co-ops are going to have to take 
this thing higher up 
Davis urged the Liberty Hill 
area homeowners not to pay 
their surcharges. 
George Dutton, Liberty Hill 


School Board member, was one 
of (he first to announce he 
would refuse to pay the fuel ad­ 
justment 
Moreover, Dutton and Maurice 
Fowler, another school trustee, 
invited Davis to Liberty Hill 
March 3 to ask the school board 
to refuse to pay its electricity 
surcharge. 
Last month, the Liberty Hill 
School District was billed $894 
for electricity. About 50 percent 
of that was the result of a fuel 
surcharge 
IF W E CAN ORGANIZE 


as well 
to stop 
schools and hospitals 
as individual families 
paying this fuel surcharge, the 
electric people won t shut off 
the electricity. 
Davis said 
They'll take the matter up 
with LURA. 
The 
Kingsland homeowner 
said he felt “ morally right and 
f i n a n c i a l l y 
b e t t e r 
in 
withholding the fuel adjustment 
fee 
Mrs. Mike O'Dell noted that 
State Representative Dan 
Kubiak had advised her hus 
band not to pay the surcharge 


Davis advocated circulating a 
petition against the surcharge, 
and presenting it to legislators 
and cooperative executives 
D a v i s 
said 
that 
if 
homeowners decide to withhold 
their surcharge payments, they 
should put the mone^ in a 
separate bank account. “ The 
day might come when you have 
to pas it.’ he said 
Chuck 
Weston, the first 
homeowner in Durham Park, 
announced he will refuse to pay 
his electricity bill adjustment 
Weston said groups of electrici­ 


ty consumers are organizing 
boycotts against the surcharge 
in other Central Texas cities 
“ O N E OF TH E REASONS 
people bought homes out here. ” 
Weston said. “ is because the 
electric bills were so low With 
the bills doubled because of the 
surcharge homebuying has 
dropped off 
Weston and others are putting 
t o g e t h e r 
n e i g h b o r h o o d 
meetings to muster support for 
the protest 
Davis said he would return to 
Williamson County to address 


other groups about the electric 
rates in Central Texas 
He stated that the electric 
bills, because of the surcharge, 
vary from city to city 
In 
Taylor, a city not under the 
LoVaca umbrella, the monthly 
electricity bill for a 4-bedroom 
home is about $29 
In San 
Angelo, it costs $17 to run a 3- 
bedroom home, he added. 
But in the Liberty Hill area 
and in his own Llano County 
the electricity bill for a 3- 
bedroom house often hits $120 
to $130, he said.

Court cases drop 


Total criminal cases on the 
W illiam son 
County 
Court 
docket decreased from 215 to 
199 during January. 


Although 46 cases were added 
to the docket during the month, 
the court disposed of 62 cases, 
according to the county s report 
to the Texas Civil Judicial 
Council. 
The number of civil cases on 
the docket increased from 163 
to 168. 
The TC JC report, prepared 
by Neal Boydston, court clerk, 
states that the criminal docket, 
on January I, included 47 cases 
of driving while intoxicated. 49 
cases of swindling with a 
worthless check, 42 cases of 
marijuana possession, and 7/ 
other criminal offenses. 
During the month, 13 DWIs, 
14 worthless check cases, four 
pot possession charges and 15 
other suspected offenses were 
added to the docket. 
Three of the other criminal

missal). 
Left on the docket at the end 
of January were 43 DWIs, 56 
worthless check cases, 38 pot 
cases and 62 other cases. 
Williamson County Court dis­ 
posed of eight civil cases during 
the month, while 13 new cases 
were added to the civil docket. 
The civil docket now includes 
34 auto damage/personal injury 
suits, three condemnation suits, 
71 debt suits and 60 other civil 
cases.

‘Antitrusters’ expect 
a freer rein in ’75 


Monopoly, price-fixing targeted 
as econom y, inflation woes build

Washington 
Persistent inflation in the face of a 
slumping economy is reviving antitrust 
policy in Washington, and the new 
interest from Doth the administration 
and Congress indicates that antitrusters 
will have more leeway for action next 
year than in a long time. 
The antitrust section of the Justice 
Department was subdued during the 
Nixon administration, when the White 
House made it threateningly clear to the 
department that the antitrusters were 
expected to lay low. But President 
Ford’s open search for the root causes 
of inflation has led directly into ques­ 
tions of monopoly and price-fixing. 
Officials hope to make use of the 
recession period to break down some of 
the anticompetitive practices that sus­ 
tain prices even in weak markets, 
before the next economic boom occurs 
and brings renewed inflation with it. 


‘Deadly seriousness' 
President Ford recently pledged a 
“ return to the vigorous enforcement of 
antitrust laws,” and there are signs the 
promise is not an empty one. 
The name most prominently specu­ 
lated on to succeed William B. Saxbe as 
Attorney General, Edward H. Levi, is a 
law-school dean and former antitrust 
lawyer and scholar. He would be ex­ 
pected to follow through on the antitrust 
policies Mr. Saxbe pledged in a recent 
speech, where he disclosed a group of 
industries the Justice Department is 
investigating for possible antitrust ac­ 
tion 
These include autos, steel and other 
primary metals, tobacco, coal, chem­ 
icals, earth-moving equipment, news­ 
print, heavy electrical equipment, and 
beef 
“ I assure you we are going into this 
business in deadly seriousness,” he 
said. 
Federal Trade Commission chairman 
Lewis A. Engman says his agency, 
which 
already 
has 
cases 
pending 
against eight major oil companies and 
producers of breakfast foods, will pur­ 
sue other industry groups, including the 
food industry and household appliances. 


Strong support 
Further, the new Congress is shaping 
up as one that will likely lend strong 
support to antitrust policy. 
Before adjourning, Congress sent the 
President a bill greatly stiffening fines 
and criminal penalties for violation of 
antitrust laws. Congress has increased 
the antitrust division’s budget about 12 
percent, to provide 40 more lawyers. 
The Senate antitrust subcommittee 
chairman, Philip A. Hart (D) of Mich­

ate, speculates that “ a lot of things are 
coalescing” to bolster the antitrusters. 
And antitrust experts note that the 
public always becomes more interested 
in antitrust during periods of inflation. 


Good prospects 
One of the areas expected to get a 
strong push is repeal of “ fair trade” 
laws that still exist in 38 states. Hear­ 
ings will be held early in 1975 on a bill 
introduced in December by Sen. Ed­ 
ward W. Brooke (R) of Massachusetts 
that simply repeals two laws granting 
broad exemptions from basic U.S. antit­ 
rust laws. There will be strong opposi­ 
tion from druggists, retailers, and some 
small business groups particularly. But 
the administration will support it, and a 
top Senate aide asserts that “ the pros­ 
pects look good.” 
The Justice Department also is ex­ 
pected to ask Congress to remove some 
of the limitations on its investigatory 
power. The administration may also 
propose legislation barring corporate 
directors from sitting on the boards of 
companies that supply other companies 
of which they are directors; at present, 
directors are barred only from sitting 
on the boards of competing companies. 
How much consumers would gain by 
vigorous antitrust enforcement is im­ 
possible to assess. However, the Justice 
Department has estimated that con­ 
sumers have saved at least $100 million 
just out of the price-fixing cases that 
have been prosecuted in the past two 
years.

Not everything you hear or see about the livestock 
outlook is bad. Theie are some heartening signs. Take a

example, and look, too, at the cow slaughter picture. 
Both in Texas and throughout the nation, production of 
led meats is incieasing Iii Texas, commercial production 
during December was up 38 per cent from a year ago, and

1973. Nationwide, red meat 
production is seven per cent more than a year earlier. Beef 
production is up eight per cent. Cattle kill is up 13 per cent. 
Cow slaughter -the beef industry factory is also on the 
increase. Cow slaughter in 1974 totaled 7,600,000 head. It 
is projected that will inn ease at feast a third more during 
1975. 
All of this means we are making progress in reduction of 
beef supplies. Bet until they decline even more, the 
livestock picture is not going to be bright.

AUSTIN — This may be good 
news or bad news, depending on 
(I) whether it lasts, or (2) 
whether disharmony is good or 
bad for the people. 
For the last IO years, there 
have been sparks flying across 
the rotunda of the State Capitol 
between at least two of the 
three centers of power. 
When John Connally was 
governor, he got along with 
Speaker Ben Barnes but not 
with Lieut Gov. Preston Smith 
When Smith was governor, 
and Barnes was lieutenant 
governor, they rarely spoke ex­ 
cept in anger. Speakers Gus 
Mutscher and Rayford Price 
got along with Barnes quite 
easily, and were on speaking 
terms with Smith 
When Dolph Briscoe was 
governor the first term, he and 
Lieut Gov. Bill Hobby seemed 
to be on fairly friendly terms, 
but Hobby and Speaker Price 
Daniel were unfriendly to each 
other because Daniel felt Hob­ 
by was trying to sabotage some 
of his “ reform” bills, and he 
was correct.

It’s dramatic- 
almost 
unbelievable! 


One of the most heartening 
success stories in public health 
is being written in Texas — the 
dramatic, almost unbelievable 
decline of immunizable dis­ 
eases. 
In 1974, a combined total of 
only 641 cases were reported to 
the State Health Department 
for diphtheria, tetanus, per­ 
tussis, (whooping cough), 
measles and rubella. And for 
the second straight year there 
was no polio reported in the 
state — another milestone in 
itself 
While all preventable dis­ 
eases may never be wiped out, 
the Texas State Department of 
Health — along with private 
physicians — is working toward 
that goal. 
Last year, reports State 
Health Com m issioner Dr. 
James E. Peavy, was the best 
year in history in preventing 
the immunizable diseases. 
Provisional Health Department 
reports show no cases of polio, 
nine cases of diphtheria, four 
cases of tetanus, 99 cases of 
pertussis, 212 cases of measles 
and 317 cases of rubella. 
Compare these 1974 figures 
with those of bad years. Con 
trast the zero level of polio with 
1950 when 2,778 cases and 210 
deaths occurred. 
Place the nine cases of 
diphtheria alongside the 5,756 
cases reported in 1933. Or the 
212 cases of measles which is 
only a handful in comparison to 
the 86,086 measles cases 
reported rn 1958. 
The 99 cases of pertussis in 
1974 is small indeed when you 
consider the 16,590 cases oc­ 
curring in 1943. The four cases 
of tetanus reported last year is 
just a fraction of the 157 cases 
recorded in 1942. 
Remember when rubella — 
or German measles — was so 
widespread? Highest total for 
this disease was in 1970 when 8,- 
409 cases were reported, as op­ 
posed to 317 last year 
As immunizations have in­ 
creased in Texas, the disease 
levels have moved steadily 
downward 
When the Texas Legislature 
in 1971 passed a compulsory im­ 
munization law, it contributed 
greatly to reduction of diseases 
in the school-age group. 
Because of the success of the 
compulsory school immuniza­ 
tion program, more attention is 
directed now toward the pre­ 
schoolers in State Health 
D e p a rtm e n t 
a c t iv it ie s . 
Statistics have shown that out­ 
breaks have repeatedly taken 


the heaviest to ll among 
children from one to four years 
With almost a quarter-million 
babies born in Texas each year, 
it would take only a few years 
for a giant disease reservoir to 
be built up — IF these children 
went unprotected. 
The State Health Department 
is making sure this doesn t 
happen, and its immunization 
program is primarily aimed 
toward the pre-schoolers — that 
large group of youngsters who 
could be the target for disease. 
Among the pre-school group, 
special emphasis is given the 
newborns 
Federal and state 
funds have authorized the hir­ 
ing of a group of Community 
Service Aides who are stressing 
the need for early immuniza­ 
tion 
When a baby is born in Texas, 
the Immunization Division gets 
a computer printout showing 
the baby’s name, parents’ 
names and home address The 
Bureau of Vital Statistics of the 
State 
Health 
Departm ent 
provides this information 
Parents of newborns receive 
a card informing them of im­ 
munization schedules and 
recommending 
vaccination 
times. They are asked to return 
the card and indicate which im­ 
munizations have been started 
That’s where the Community 
Service Aides come in. They 
take referrals from the Im­ 
m unization D ivisio n 
and 
attempt to track down those 
who don’t respond. Last year an 
average of 75 Community Ser­ 
vice Aides were employed and 
assigned to regional and field 
o ffic e s 
to prom ote 
im ­ 
munizations in the pre-school 
group. 
They received 135,773 new 
referrals during the year — 
about 1.800 per aide. 
The aides show a high degree 
of self reliance. Often they 
don’t wait for the computer 
printouts of new births but get 
them from local registrars, 
speeding their contacts with 
new members 
It has taken the combined ef­ 
forts of health-oriented in­ 
dividuals and groups in both the 
public and private sector to 
produce 
the 
immunization 
results which produced such 
low disease levels in 1974. The 
State Health Department is 
hoping for similar results in 
1975.

Unless you have spent some 
time in a tent during a rain­ 
storm you may not know that 
no matter how well the canvas 
roof is water-proofed it will 


leak wherever you touch it 
from the inside. 
Furthermore it will continue 
to leak at that same spot until 
the tent dries out completely. 
So, let “hands off ’ be your 
policy. 
Removes Mildew Quickly 
Has mildew formed on your 
tent or boat cover? 
This will happen any time 
canvas stays wet for too long 
or is stored while damp, or in 
a damp place. 
Remove 
the 
mildew 
as 
quickly aa possible by first 
drying out the canvas in the 
sun

organisms;

scrubbing 
it

bleach and water; and finally

If storing the tent, don’t 
put anything in the pack with 
it.

January 27 
I really goofed! In N 
Y.. I 
packed all my addresses so in 
Iceland when I w rote everyone 
post cards and stam ped them , I 
couldn’t send them . Got my 
bags in D enm ark and realized 
th at Iceland stam ps don’t work 
here. 
The flight to Iceland took 5 
hours. We arrived th ere at 7 
a.m ., which was 2 a .rn N Y 
tim e So, of course, we were 
dead tired and had a full day of 
stuff to do No one slept on the 
plane. From the plane we did 
get to see a bit of G reenland 
w here it w asn’t snowing It was 
dark, but we could see g reat ex­ 
panses of white glacier, broken 
up by w hat looked like rivers 


The sun rose in Iceland at IO 
a m Driving into R eykjavik in 
the dark it seem ed like night, 
but people w ere going to work 
The sunrise w as SO pretty. 
B ecause Reykjavik is on the 
ocean, and was covered with 


snow, everything looked blue as 
the sun rose 
Everything w as 
the sam e color of blue and we 
had a good view from our hotel 
window of the city across a 
field of snow 
The hotel w as very nice. It 
had saunas, pools, etc., in it 
th a t w e could use fre e of 
charge. The food was excellent 
and the hotel very m odern and 
com fortable. 
All the next day we spent 
sight seeing. We went first to 
w atch the sun rise atop a hill 
overlooking the whole city. We 
looked down into the valley 
w here the city is, and behind it 
are snow covered m ountains, 
m aking alm ost a wall behind 
the city. Looking to the other 
direction we saw the ocean, a 
b e a u tifu l blue co lo r w hich 
becam e a clea r turquoise in the 
daylight. We went through the 
city. to the National M useum, 
to the teach ers college for a 
film and refreshm ents, to the 
harbor, through the residential 
areas, and various other places. 
My favorite w as the studio of an 
Icelandic sculptor, Sveinsson 
He had his yard full of really 
gorgeous sculptured pieces and, 
inside a big room, they w ere 


just jam -packed. 
In the afternoon, we went by 
bus to a little town way out in 
the country to see the hot 
springs. Iceland s countryside 
is all m ountains and ice, and 
very little vegetation except for 
som e m osses The barrenness 
is just incredible. 


R eykjavik is a very quaint 
town All the houses are of con­ 
crete, since wood is hard to 
com e by. However, m ost of the 
houses have beautifully carved 
and finished wood doors at the 
front The roofs are all bright 
red and bright green, making 
the whole? town seem as if it 
w ere from a storybook. There 
is no pollution, no dirty or slum ­ 
my areas. One of the m ost in­ 
teresting things about this cold 
land is that all of the heating of 
w ater and homes is done by use 
of therm al springs and natural 
geysers. The hot w ater is just 
pumped into all the houses and 
it s im m ediately HOT when you 
turn on the faucet

When County Judge C. L. Chance w ithdrew an 
application for funds for an assistant d istrict a t­ 
torney at a salary of $600 per month a t the ex­ 
ecutive m eeting of the Capital Area Planning 
Council (CAPCO) in m id-January, he pointed out 
that DA Connor does not devote all of his w ork­ 
ing tim e to the $16,000 per year job 
After an editorial appeared in a Taylor 
new spaper. Chance said that W illiamson County 
C om m issioners had “ inform ally changed their 
minds concerning the application. 
They had un­ 
anim ously approved the application a t their 
D ecem ber m eeting. Connor and a rep resetativ e 
from CAPCO C rim inal Justice C om m ittee w ere 
present at that m eeting 
P riv ate practice 
CONNOR MAINTAINS a private practice. 
However, according to Judge Vance, for a dis­ 
trict attorney to continue his civil p ractice while 
in office is not at all unusual 
“The district judge is the only law yer in the 
courthouse who is forbidden by law to m aintain 
a civil law practice. D istrict attorneys all over 
the state m aintain private practices,' the judge 
said. 
Vance com m ented th at the best prosecutors in 
all the sm aller counties m aintain civil practices. 
He suggested th at it is m ostly the lazy ones who

Com m issioners object 
IN AN “ IN FO R M A L ” discussion of the 
w ithdraw al of the application com m issioners 
said the voters should elect a d istrict attorney 
who would be willing to devote IOO percent of his 
tim e to the job.

CONNOR RAN unopposed for election in the 
May prim ary and again in the general election 
lost N ovem ber At $16,000 annually, the job m ay 
not be considered that appealing to an ex­ 
perienced law yer 
Several G eorgetow n law yers agreed th at an 
attorney with five years experience earn s a 
m inim um of $20,000 per year At that rate, few 
would be willing to take a $16,000 per year job 
Tim W right, a local law yer who trie s to limit 
his practice to civil cases now, said. “ I wouldn t 
take the job of DA for three tim es the salary and 
two full-tim e assistan ts The job itself deals with 
crim inals and that is not a pleasurable thing 
Connor said, “ I approached the district a t­ 
torney's office as a citizen concerned with law 
enforcem ent 
I actively pursue that interest 
through my efforts 
The district attorney said that he can effec­ 
tively prepare for two cases per court day With 
an assistant, who would be part-tim e at $600 per 
month, the num ber of eases 
coming to court 


could be increased to four 
If Connor is prepared for a case and the defen­ 
dant pleads quilty, then he devotes his tim e to 
the next case. 
175 indictm ents 
DURING 1974, grand jurors returned seven in­ 
dictm ents for m urder, four for rape, 39 for 
burglary. 35 for felony Driving While Intoxicated 
(DWI) plus 88 other crim inal indictm ents. In 
January, 1974, 128 cases w ere pending m aking a 
total of 304 cases on the district court crim inal 
docket during the year. 
At the end of D ecem ber, the num ber of cases 
pending trial had been reduced to 89 
Last y ear in district court convictions w ere 
returned in three m urder, nine burglary, and 
three forgery cases. Convictions w ere also 
returned in 27 felony DW I’s, 39 possession of 
m ore than four ounces of m arijuana and in 24 
other cases for a total of 105 convictions. 
The defendants who w ere convicted entered a 
plea of guilty, but according to Judge Vance, a 
prosecutor has to be as prepared for a plea of 
guilty as for a trial. 
If the prosecutor is not prepared, then the 
defendant will not plead guilty.

“ ANYONE WHO HAS not been in the court­ 
room ,”

form er County 
A ttorney Tim 
M aresh, “ can not understand the preparation in­ 
volved.” M aresh was county attorney when that 
official tried both m isdem eanor cases in the 
county court and felony cases in the district 
court He had a full-tim e assistant. The num ber 
of cases have increased from an average of 140 
indictm ents per year in district court to the p re­ 
sent 176.

I can rem em ber trials w here 30 or 40

The form er county attorney said that he did 
not see how the district attorney could possibly 
prepare for 176 cases per year without an assis­ 
tant

Although the 
application is still on file at CAPCO, no further

C om m issioners have 
refused federal and state tax dollars in W illiam ­ 
son County. 
As the backlog of court cases mounts, persons 
accused of crim inal offenses are free on bond 
w aiting to go to court In the m eantim e, as the 
crim e ra te in W illiamson County continues to in­ 
crease. that involuntary expense is born by the 
taxpayers
